There­ 
fore, if these tops are removed 
before they have completed their 
w'crk of the year, the maximum 
amount of food cannot be stored 
and the roots cannot make their 
g reatest development. The tops, 
therefore, should be allow^ed to 
stand until the en-d of the season

they become browm and 
dead before they are removed.
